The Higher Education For German 
| Training In Switserland.

The problem of higher education for 
women is being agitated in Germany in 
eather a surprising form. The German 
madchen doesn t know much sbout high- 
er mathematics and Chaldaic, as a rule, 
but she bas a worldwide reputation for 
domestic yirtues, and it is bewildering to 
find the Jawmakers of her land crying out 
for compulsory courses of culinary instruc- 
tion. A law recently proposed requires 
every woman, On attaining her twentieth 
| year, to produce a@ certificate that she has 
satisfactorily completed a severe course in 
cocking, One cannot help wendcring 
| about the domestic experience of the man 
| who put forward the proposition. Per- 
haps he has suffered keenly from the lack 
of such a Jaw and has a philanthropic in- 
terest in the gastronomic salvation of com- 
| ing generations. 
| ‘The obligatory culinary instruction for 
| women would probably do more for the 
| welfare and happiness of the nation than 
| the oblizatory military service for men, 
| and no one of the social reformers who 
have raised their voices im advocacy of 
| radical schemes for bettering the condition 
| of society has struck so simple and prac- 
| tical a plan for bringing about individual 

comfort with resultant domestic tran- 

quillity and national prosperity, Serious- 
ly considered, the idea is a good one, and 
Germany is not alone in recognizing the 
need of more domestic knowledge for girls. 

For years there have been schools of 
| housewifery in Germany and Switzerland, 

and from all partsof the continent and 
from England as well girls have been sent 
to these schoo's. Nowa numberof such 
schools have been established in England 
and are well patronized. T) se schools 
are of different grades and vary as to the 
expense of tuition and board. In some 
the pupils are from familles of wealth and 
position. The parents want their daugh- 
ters to becomfortable and happy, but they 
also want them fitted for the life which is 
natural to woman and for the duties which 
will fail upon her shoulders, whatever her 
station may be. The girls are not made 
to work hard, but they are thoroughly 
trained in cooking and are instracted in 
the elements of fine laundry work and of 
general household economy and domestio 
management, When they leave the school, 
they are capable of wanaging a household 
intelligentiy. 

Cheaper schools of housewifery make 
less provision for the comfort of pupils 
and exact harder work, but are well pat- 
ronized by families with small incomes. 
Then there are private families by the 
score which take three or four girls and 
agre. to initiate them Into the secrets of 
marketing, cooking and all things do- 
mestic. 

To Americans who, save for the faint 
light thrown by sporadic cases of cooking 
echools and chafing dish classes, are sit- 
ting in @arkness it would seem that the 
domestic future of Germany and Switzer- 
land ts tolerably well provided for, but 
evidently the educational authorities over 
thers do not think so. Germany is reach- 
ing out for more thorough domestic train- 
ing, and in Switzerland the movement is 
still further advanced. The public schools 
of Born, crat least the large new build- 
ings, have been fitted up with departinents 


markciing, management of stores, eto. 
Every girl above a certain aze is bound to 
attend the course in thisdepartment. The 
ethcr Swiss towns are rapidly following 
this exampie, and there is great enthusi- 
asim over the success of the experiment. 

Tho daughters of the poorer classes in 
Frarce and cf the bourgeoisie are usually 
faaneus cooks and make a science of mar- 
keting, but in other departments of do- 
mesiic economy their knowledge is pain- 
fully rudimentary, and theaverage French 
housekeeving would Crivea Dutch or Ger- 
man or Swiss housewife to despair. 
Among persons of higher social standing 
in France the women have departed from 
the trecditions of their ancestors. The 
chatelaines of old France gloried in their 
domestic skill and guarded their recipes 
more jealously than their jewels. Mme. 
do Sevigne made wafles that were more 
delicious than her Ictters. Mme. Reca- 
tnier’s sauces were as famonsas her beauty 
and rivaled that famous sauce invented 
by a French count, who swore that he 
could even serve is mother-in-law with 
it so as to disguise her bitter flavor. The 
Empress Josephine prepared creole dishes 
680 wonderfully that if Napoleon had been 
a gourmet he would never have had the 
courage to divorce her. But the modern 
French deroiselle is as igporant of culi- 
nary matters as the average American 
girl, and nothing more sweeping than 
that conld be said. 

The inylish girls, too, need training in 
domestic economy, and educational au- 
thorities there are recognizing the need. 
Departments of cookery and domestic 
econcmy have been introduced as extra 
subjects {n some of the London public 
shools, and there is some talk of an 
adoption of the Swiss plan. 

Cooning schools have multiplied in the 
United States during the last few years. 
Comparatively few girls receive any sys- 
tematic training in househola watters, 
either in their homes or their schools. 
Mazhers have a way of smiling cheerfully 
over the fact that their daughters don’t 


about farming, and the girls themselves 
are proud of their inability to make coffce 
or anything mere substantial than Welsh 
rabbit and peanut taffy. It is true that 
the girl will learn by experience, but the 
knowledge will come hard, and the chances 
are ten to one that she will never learn to 
manage her house well. She may never 
need to do cocking, but nine-tenths of the 
trouble with servants is due to the fact 
that the mistress is not capable of teach- 
ing or directing a servant.—New York 
Sun.

More than one weekiv Dublin jour 
nal has made history during the last he 
years, but it may certainly be said tha 
none of thege created quite such a sen 
gation in the country as the little shee. 
edited by Mr. William O’Brien, wi, 
was taken over by the Irish leader for 
wre purpose from The Freeman's Joy: 
bal. 

Mr. O’Brien soon drew the govern 
nient down on him, and fer weeks j: 
was pame of hide and seek betwee, 
United Ireland and the police. The ps 
per was published one week in Derry 
another in Liverpeol, anether in Lon 
don, and finally it tcok up its quarter: 
in Paris, mapy thousands of copies ot 
each issue succeeding in running tl» 
gantlet and reaching the subseribers :: 
all parts of the island. Afterward tl. 
jouruaistic exile was allowed to reteru 
and the times being very bot and th. 
paper as hot asthe times the circula 
tion went up to nearly 100,000, a large 
number of purchasers and subscriber: 
being Unionists who could pot resist 
the temptation of reading the piquant 
paragraphs Which were always certain 
to be found in the sheet. 

These paragraphs were, I believe, 
generally written by Mr. T. M. Healv, 
and in those days Mr. Healy was hk: 
the Irish brigade at Fontenoy, fresh 
and vehement. In style they reminded 
one of Cobbett, Carlyle and our own 
Mitchel all at once, but there wass 
vitriolic element about them 2nd a mor 
cent humer all Mr. Healy's own, 

Mr. O'Brien's contributions were the 
keuding articles, and while they bee 
not the qualities of Mr. Healy's para 
graphs they sometimes made people - 
hair stand on end by the audacity aud 
startling character of their assertions. 
Then, of course, thero were hbel ac 
tious, but Ineed not refer tothe fa- 
mous French and Cornwall and DVolton 
cases. The turmoil came toanerd in 
185, when United Ireland ‘‘roured you 
like any sucking dove’’ and became the 
stanchest champion of Mr. Gladstone’e 
measure. 

After committee room 15, as most 
pecple will remember, it took the side 
against the Irish leader, Mr. O'Brien at 
the time being in America; whereupon 
Mtr. Parnell promptly seized it. For 
gc me vears atterward it wus edited by 
Mr. Edmund Leamy, then M. P. fer 
Sligo. a Nationalist of the literary and 
cultured type, and during this time it 
devoted a good deal of attention to the 
higher phases of national life, after the 
manner of Duffy’s Nation. Three or 
four yeare ago it came under the man- 
agement of Mr. Harrington, M. P., and 
went in for Dublin municipal politics 
aud the reunion of the Nationalist par- 
tics. —Dublin Cor. Pail Mail Gazette.

(rermany’s Budzet. 


3erlin, Dec. 7.—In the reichstag 
the imperial budget was formally suo- 
mitted with the estimated revenue, ex- 
penditure and balance for 1898-99. The 
estimated revenue is 1,554,530,650 
marks. Of the ordimary expenditure 
79,893,688 marks will be devoted to 
the army, 30,431,100 marks to the 
navy and $,500,000 marks to salaries, 
harbor works, armaments and defences 
at Kiao Chau, in the province of Shan- 
tung, China. Of the extraordinary ex- 
penditures, 44,606,659 marks will be 
devoted to the army and 33,879,000 
marks to the navy. 

The revenue will be derived as fol- 
lows: 742,260,960 marks from duties, 
{89,953,828 marks from federal cgn- 
tributions. The balance to be raised 
from extraordinary sources. The total 
expenditure will exceed that of the 
present fiscal year by 112,952,042 
marks. The recurring expenditure 
necessitated by the re-organization of 
the army is estimated at 6,378,491 
marks. This wiil be apportioned as 
follows: To Prussia 4,730,550 marks; 
to Saxony, 1,408,472 marks; to Wur- 
tumberg 74,181 marks, and to Bavaria 
65,283 marks. The von-recurring ex- 
penditure necessitated by the reorgan- 
ization is estimated at 43,741,619 
marks. The increased expenditure on 
the army will necessitate a loan of 89,- 
921.189 marks.
